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Elba police officer killed in the line-of-duty

Early Monday moming, an Elba 
police officer lost his life when he 
wrecked his police cruiser. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Maxwell Hooks, Officer Gregory B. 
Gay, age 26, sustained fatal injuries 
as a result of a single motor vehicle 
accident. 

The crash occurred on Taylor 
Mill Road just west of the intersec- 
tion of Martin Luther King Drive 
and AL Hwy. 203 (by-pass). 

Officer Gay, along with fellow 
officer Jim Richardson, had been 
dispatched to a call for medical as- 
sistance on Stoudemire Street. The 
call came into the police station at 
approximately 1:11 a.m. 

The officers, in separate vehicles 
following different routes, were go- 
ing tO assist rescue personnel who 
were being dispatched to the scene. 

Reportedly, the individual requir- 
ing medical attention was taken to 
the local hospital by private vehicle. 
Officer Richardson learned this upon 


arriving at the scene and cancelled 
the call for the rescue squad. 

Patrolman Gay never reached the 
scene, 

At approximately 1:21 a.m., the 
police dispatcher received two 911 
calls reporting an accident on Taylor 
Mill road. The first caller told the ra- 
dio operator that a car had turned 
over while the second caller reported 
a police car had wrecked. 

Officer Richardson, along with 
fire and rescue units, was dispatched 
to the scene immediately. 

Officer Gay’s body was found 
several feet from where the police 
cruiser came to rest. It was evident 
that the officer had been ejected 
from his vehicle. 

In a prepared statement, Elba Po- 
lice Chief Maxwell Hooks said, “In 
his attempt to reach this citizen as 
quickly as possible, Officer Gay may 
or may not have adequately fastened 
his seat belt. 

“As a sworn police officer, his 
primary concern was for the safety 
and well-being of the citizens he 
served and protected.”

The Town of Kinston is back in 
business, following action by Gov- 
ernor Fob James to appoint a city 
council member to join the three re- 
maining elected officials and as- 
semble a legal quorum to conduct 
business.

Libby Kimbro, retired postmaster 
at Kinston, was named last week by 
Governor James to fill one of the 
two vacant seats on the council. She 
served over three years on the coun- 
cil several years ago, having been 
appointed By the council to fill a va- 
cant seat. She didn’t seek an elected 
term after the short term ended, 

Once Kimbro was sworn into of- 
fice in a special meeting Saturday af- 
ternoon, the group lost little time in 
unanimously naming Kinston native 
Bobby Anderson to fill the vacant 


mayor’s position. 

Anderson and his wife Ann re- 
turned to his hometown in October 
of 1994 after 36 years with Mon- 
santo Chemical Company. This is 
his first venture into government. 

The Andersons have two sons, 
Chris, who lives in Atlanta, GA and 
James Randall, who resides in Nice- 
ville, FL. “There are also two of the 
grandest grandchildren in the world” 
according to Mr. Anderson. 


Council members and the 
city clerk read the water 
meters last month and will 
probably do so again this 
month. 


Following the vote to name An- 
derson as mayor, he said, “I would 
consider it an honor to serve,” 

He continued with, “I want you to 
know how much I appreciate the op- 
portunity to work with and for you 
(the people of Kinston) and with and 
for this council. We have our work 
cut out for us, but there are lots of 
opportunities to help this com- 
munity.” 

Anderson said, “We must begin 
by healing the wounds, A lot of 
wounds in this town need healing, | 
think the first step is to regain the 
confidence of the people in this 
town,” 

The present saga began in June 
with the resignation of long time 
mayor, Edmund Phillips, followed 
almost instantly by the resignation of 
council member Tim Free, 

Mayor Pro Tem Ralph Rhoades 
was appointed to fill the mayor's po- 


Coffee County BOE dealing with leaks 
in New Brockton Elementary School

The Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation met in a special called meet- 
ing Monday, This was the second 
meeting by the board in seven days, 

Board members’ main concern, 
and the topic of the meeting, was the 
leaks in the New Brockton Elemen- 
tary School, 

In 1991, a new roof was installed 
on the building at a cost of 
$77,642.00 to taxpayers. During the 
discussion of the problem, that fig- 
ure grew to $80,000 then $85,000, 

Howard Green, who is with the 
firm of Holmes & Green Architects, 
was at Monday's meeting, Green 
was the architect who was contract- 
ed to design the new roof, 

He was asked to answer board 
members’ questions on why, more 
than 4 years later, the building still 
leaks, 

According to Charles Cole, prin- 
cipal of New Brockton Elementary 


School, there are just as many leaks, 
plus some new ones, as there was be- 
fore the new roof was installed, 

Board member Danny Jernigan 
grilled Mr, Green extensively as to 
why the building was still leaking af- 
ter a new roof was installed, 

Green told board members that 
after a thorough inspection was 
made by himself, it is his opinion 
that the roof is not leaking, 

He further stated that he believes 
the leaks are a result of water seep- 
ing through the block walls during a 
blowing rain, 

It was then that Jernigan stated 
that as a new member of the board in 
1990, he remembered a meeting in 
the New Brockton High School Li- 
brary. It was raining cats and dogs 
and the board addressed the problem 
of leaks at the elementary school at 
that time,

Hospital by a unit of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad where, at 1:55 a.m., he 
was pronounced dead. 

An autopsy is being performed to 
determine the exact cause of Gay’s 
death. 

The accident is being investigated 
by Alabama State Trooper Teddy 
Fain. Assisting in the investigation 
arc; the District Attorney's Office, 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science, and the Elba Police Depart- 
ment. 

Funeral services, with full honors, 
were held Wednesday for Officer 
Gay.

High court puts DUI law back on track

The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals ruled in an opinion released 
Friday that the Alabama legislature 
never intended to revoke the ve- 
hicular drunken driving law by pass- 
ing the 1994 boating act, applying to 
boat operators under the influence of 
alcohol. 

The boating law was passed by 
the legislature in 1994 after a public 
outery over the alarming number of 
boating accidents in which alcohol 
was involved and there was no law 
with which to punish the offenders. 

Cases from Baldwin, Morgan and 
Houston countics were involved in 
the Friday ruling. However the de- 
cision affected cases in all 67 Al- 
abama counties. 

Coffee County District Judge 
Steve Blair has dismissed several 
DUI cases, citing the amended law, 
He said Friday, following the an- 
nouncement of the appeals court rul- 
ing, that he was happy the matter 
had been clarified and he had no 
problem with hearing petitions to re- 
instate the cases he had dismissed. 

Blair said he shared our expressed 
concerns for a state without a work- 
ing highway DUI law, but his read- 
ing of the law was that, however un- 
intentional, the amended section 
didn’t include automobile drivers. 
He said he had no problems with the 
appeals court reversing the cases, 
“That is what they are for and I want 
to be reversed when I am wrong.” 

Elba Police Chief Maxwell 
Hooks said the City of Elba intended 
to petition the court to reinstate the

Box 97, Kinston, in connection with 
a shooting incident that occurred 
near Kinston, 

Aunspaugh was charged with fir- 
ing into an occupied dwelling and 
three counts of reckless endanger- 
ment, 

He reportedly fired several 
rounds from a SKS 7.62 mm semi- 
automatic rifle into a mobile home 
located just off AL Hwy, 52 near 
Kinston, The incident occurred Sun- 
day night, July 23, 

Aunspaugh was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail with bonds set at 
a total of $8,000.00,

It has today too of- 
ten devolved into a numbers 
game rather than an ac- 
complishments effort. And, 
human beings are not num- 


Group statistics misdescribe 
many members of those 
groups. An applicant for a job 
as a lawyer was the daughter 
of wealthy professionals. She 
went to one of the most ex- 
xensive and prestigious col- 
ege preparatory schools in 
the couniry, and graduated 
from an ivy league college. 
Despite these advantages, she 
did not do well in law school. 
Some argued that she should 
be given the job anyway, in 
preference over other can- 
didates who had done much 
better in law school, because 
she was a minority.

Too much of how con- 
temporary affirmative action 
is applied is “average think- 
ing” rather than individual 
thinking. Every individual 
who has overcome obstacles 
should be given consideration 
because of the fortitude he 
has displayed. Each person 
who has succumbed to ob- 
Sstacles should be given spe- 
cial attention aimed at mak-

Dear Editor: 


Did you know that SOCIALISM 
is alive and well in this great state of 
Alabama? I bet you, as well as the 
millions of citizens of Alabama, 
never stopped to realize that Web- 
ster's defines socialism as “a politi- 
cal and economic theory advocating 
collective ownership of the means 
of production and CONTROL OF 
DISTRIBUTION...AII forms of the 
theory [of socialism] agree to being 
OPPOSED to UNCONTROLLED 
CAPITALISM..." 

The pharmacists across the state 
of Alabama worked diligently to 
protect the rights of the citizens in 
successfully having the “Freedom of 
choice for medical care” law passed 
by the legislature of the state of Ala- 
bama. This law ensures that a per- 
son not only has the right, but also 
has the privilege of choosing the 
doctor, drugstore, dentist, hospital, 
elc., that one wishes to patronize. 
This right directly conflicts with the 
belicfs of most of the major health 
care insurers in THEIR effort to 
control THEIR costs and maximize 
THEIR profit; and this right is being 
taken away from the citizens of Ala- 
bama as the employer negotiates the 
“best price” [for the EMPLOYER] 
to provide health care coverage for 
employees. In the end, the only con- 
cept practiced is MANAGED 
COST, but the insurer uses the mis- 
nomer MANAGED CARE, when in 
reality the insurer could care less 
about the quality of care rendered to 
the employee. Any trained chimpan- 
zee with a computer can manage 
health care costs by simply refusing 
tO pay Or, as more commonly done, 
by paying only a percentage of a bill 
for health care services and claiming 
that the amount paid is adequate for 
the services rendered. BUT, who 
ways that it is adequate? The insurer, 
of course. 

There is plenty of truth in a 
phrase found in the Jaycee Creed 
that says "...economic justice can 
BEST be won by FREE men through 
FREE enterprise..." This great coun- 
try, the greatest in the world known 
to man, was founded on capitalism 
and free enterprise, and any patriot 
of this country SHOULD be vehe- 
mently opposed to anything less, 

In an AP wire released on July 
24, 1995, the Associated Press 
claims that “people who want the 
LEGAL right to see doctors [and 
other health care providers] of their 
choice in Alabama won a victory in 
the legislature today, BUT THE IS- 
SUE IS NOT DEAD. A bill that 
would have overturned the state law 
that GUARANTEES people can see 
whatever doctor they choose died in 
the legislature. The issue is still 
alive, however, in a lawsuit filed by 
Blue Cross of Alabama, The law al- 
lowing patients their choice of doc- 
tors passed last year. It paved the 
way for insurance benefits [to be 
paid to insured] even if a particular 
doctor is not included in a benefits 
plan. Some medical groups praised 
the law, BUT INSURANCE COM- 
PANIES OPPOSED IT. They said 
that it would make it harder for 
HMO’s (health maintenance organi- 
zations WHO CONTROL DISTRI- 
BUTION) to hold down health insu- 
rance costs”...And further, 


“Senator John Amari of Birming- 


ham introduced legislation to RE- 
PEAL the [freedom of choice] law, 
but it never won approval by a sen- 
ate committee. Blue Cross’s suit 
challenging the law is pending in 
federal court in Birmingham,” 

I wonder WHO Mr. Amari was 
representing in his introduction of 
legislature to repeal the freedom of 
choice law, Could it have been Blue 
Cross of Alabama, rather than Mr. 
Amari’s constituents in Birmingham, 
the citizens of this great state? Possi- 
bly so. I think that the voters of his 
senate district are obligated to them- 
selves to find out the answer to this 
question, and I hope that they do just 
that. 

I also wonder HOW, according to 
this AP wire, on one hand, Blue 
Cross can have a lawsuit in Birming- 
ham challenging the freedom of 
choice law, and on the other hand, 
can have a lady named Mae Hughes 
lauding Blue Cross of Alabama on 
statewide network television adver- 
lising for allowing HER the freedom 
to choose her health care providers, 
Is SHE the only Blue Cross card- 
holder allowed this privilege? Or is 
the whole campaign by Blue Cross 
just bunk? I feel the latter may be the 
truth, and that the citizens of this 
great state may be footing the bill for 
Blue Cross to advertise propaganda 
such as the Mae Hughes ad that may 
not necessarily be true.

Religion...Richard De Baptiste 


- clergyman, organizer, editor 

Richard De Baptiste was born 
free on November 11, 1831 in Frede- 
ricksburg, Virginia. Richard began 
his education in a school in his home 
taught first by a Negro and later by a 
Scottish-Irish Quaker, When Richard 
was nine years old his family migrat- 
ed to Detroit where he continued his 
education under the direction of the 
Rey. Samuel H, Davis of the Second 
Baptist Church, In 1858, De Baptiste 
was licensed to preach in that 
church, Later he attended the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

He was ordained to preach in 
tl 1860 at Mount Pleasant, Ohio, 
where he pastored the Negro Baptist 
Church and taught school. In Janu- 
ary of 1863, he was called to Olivet 
Baptist Church in Chicago, which 
had only 100 members. De Baptiste, 
an impressive preacher, made Olivet 
a haven for freedmen emigrants, and 
operated day and evening schools 
for them. By 1868, he had increased 
the membership to over 480 mem- 
bers and replaced the rented frame 
church with a brick structure capa- 
ble of seating 800 and costing 
$18,000, thus making Olivet Chica- 
go’s largest Negro congregation. 
When the church was destroyed by 
the Chicago fire of 1874, De Bap- 
tiste built a three-story structure by 
1876 to meet the needs of his con- 
gregation, 

He was also a leader in Black 
journalism. In 1878, he became tie 
editor of the Conservator, Chicago's 
first Negro newspaper. For a while, 
he was corresponding editor of the 
St. Louis Monitor and the Baptist 
Herald of Keokuk, Iowa. He was 
founder and editor, and contributor 
to many journals and various publi- 
cations of his day.

National Peanut Growers Group proposes 
major changes in peanut program 


The National Peanut Growers 
Group (NPGG), the federation of 
state and regional organizations 
which represent the nation's peanut 
farmers, proposed several major 
changes to the peanut price stabili- 
zation program which will make it 
more market-responsive. Congress 
must vote to reauthorize it this year 
as part of the 1995 Farm Bill. 

The growers group, which repre- 
sents 99% of the nation’s 15,000 
peanut growers, voted to allow the 
sale of quota across county lines be- 
ginning in 1996. They also agreed to 
provide a significant amount of quo- 
ta free to anyone who grows pea- 
nuts. 

These changes are in addition to 
earlier modifications that the peanut 
grower leadership proposed for this 
year’s Farm Bill including: elimina- 
tion of virtually all government and 
taxpayer cost; adjustments in, the 
amount of peanuts eligible for the 
domestic price support; relaxation 
of fall transfer restrictions on quota; 
and no increase in the price support 
of 33.9 cents per pound. 

The plan the growers are propos- 
ing for the Farm Bill this year 
should allow any farmer in the pea- 
Nut producing areas of the U.S, a 
greater opportunity to produce and 
sell peanuts for the domestic market 
than was available before. The plan 
will allow up to 30% of the quota 
production in any county to be sold 
and moved to other counties within 
the state. 

In order to provide protection to 
the existing rural economies in these 
areas, a maximum of 15% of a 
county’s quota would be allowed to 
be sold outside of that county in the 
first year, vith up to 5% allowed to 
be sold in each succeeding year to a 
maximum of 30% over the 5-year

farm bill, The limits on the amount 
which can be sold provide growers, 
shellers, food processors and their 
rural communities a_ reasonable 
amount of time to adjust to the tran- 
sition, 

An unlimited amount of quota 
could continue to be sold or rented 
within each county as allowed under 
current law. 

“These are major concessions 
made by traditional growers,” said 
James Earl Mobley, Chairman of 
the National Peanut Growers Group, 
“Our hope is that these concessions 
should make the program more mar- 
ket responsible to Congress,” 

The NPGG proposal also would 
provide quota to anyone who grows 
peanuts equal to the approximate 
amount of seed they plant each year, 
This addresses the concerns of some 
farmers who grow peanuts primarily 
for the export market. 

The growers agreed not to seek 
an increase in the domestic price 
support of peanuts next year, now at 
33.9¢ per pound.

with parks and recreation board

The New Brockton Town Council 
moved through a 16-item agenda in 
just over an hour and a half Monday 
evening. 

The creation of a recreation board 
and recommendations from the 
town’s attorney, Joe Sawyer, Jr. con- 
sumed a majority of the meeting 
time.

Councilman Robert Miles said,

considering, Sawyer told council 
members that, in his opinion, it is 
unenforccable, 

It was his recommendation that 
the council allow him to research the 
matter and draft an ordinance which 
would better serve the purpose.

Sawyer and members of the coun- 
cil went into executive session to 
discuss a potential lawsuit being 
filed by the widow of Wilbur 
Foutch, 

On September 14, 1990, Foutch 
died while on duty with the New 
Brockton Police Department. 

Hwa Sun Foutch contends that 
the town was negligent in failing to 
file claims for workmen’s compensa- 
tion death benefits on Foutch’s be- 
half, 

Reportedly, Mrs. Foutch has 
agreed to accept $50,000 as full and 
final settlement of all claims against 
the Town of New Brockton. 

After a ten minute session behind 
closed doors, the council reconvened 
and a motion was made and passed 
that Sawyer continue negotiations 
with Mrs, Foutch and her attorney, 
Richard W, Whittaker, 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion involving grass cutting, the 
council decided that the matter 
should be discussed with Greg Lee. 

Lee has the contract for cutting 
the grass at the town park and at the 
recreation park (ball field). 

Council member Roseann Lewis 
expressed concern on what was and 
was not required in keeping the town 
park looking nice.

Update on Hurricane 
Erin relief efforts 


While Hurricane Erin left little 
evidence of its destructive capacity 
locally and in the city of Mobile, 
residents in a five-county area, in- 
cluding Northeast Mobile County, 
have suffered continuing power out- 
ages, lack of food and water, and 
damage to their homes. 

The American Red Cross has 
been out there daily assessing dam- 
age and providing food, water, and 
meeting other emergency needs. 

The organization has committed 
an estimated $75,000 to date in pro- 
viding emergency relief to residents 
in five counues, including Northeast 
Mobile, South Washington, South 
Clark, Escambia and North Baldwin 
counties, 
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two points above the state average 
for that grade. Last year this group 
of students recorded the second 
highest scores in the State of Al- 
abama. 

The tenth grade scores bottomed 
out so badly that a rescoring has 
been requested, according to Pearce. 
The class averaged 25 points, com- 
pared to a state average of 43. 

Overall, Elba students scored 45, 
which is one point above the state 
average. . 

Pearce said he is not happy with 
the results. He said, “Our kids 
should all score above 50%.” He 
said they were hunting reasons for 
the 25 score. “We think there was an 
error but if these kids have missed 
something we need to remediate 
them, These are the students who 
will be taking the graduation exams 
next year,” Pearce added,

According to police reports, Ty- 
son went to his father’s house with 
his uncle, John McKenzie, to feed 
and water the dog. McKenzie went 
to get the dog some water, and when 
he returned, the Rottweiler was on 
top of the young boy. 

The uncle stated that the dog was 
biting the child on the back and neck 
and would not turn loose, Mckenzie 
told police that he had to shout at 
the dog several times before it re- 
leased its hold on the child, 

Sgt. John Nelson, who investigat- 
ed the incident, said that the dog was 
captured and taken to a veterinarian 
in Enterprise. The animal will be 
held for 10 days and undergo evalua- 
tion for rabies. 
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
